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SUMMARY 


A probable  ammunition  storage  area  is 
located  2 kilometers  (km)  west  of  Kaliningrad 

Ammunition  Depot  Medenau 

and  9 km  northeast  of  Primorsk,  USSR  (Figure  1). 

This  installation  covers  approximately  700 
acres  and  contains  82  probable  ammunition 
storage  buildings,  2 other  storage  buildings,  and 


4 probable  administration  buildings  (Figures 
2 and  3). 

The  area  was  covered  on  interpretable 
photography  from  8 KEYHOLE  missions  between 
September  1961  and  July  1964.  A comparative 
analysis  of  this  photography  reveals  no  major 
changes. 


DESCRIPTION  OF  INSTALLATION 


Railroad  Service 

The  Kaliningrad- Primorsk  rail  line  passes 
south  of  the  installation. 


Road  Service 

The  installation  is  served  by  2 secondary 
roads. 


Administration  and  Troop  Housing  Area 

Area  D contains  4 probable  administration 
buildings. 

Ammunition  Storage  Area 

Area  F contains  82  small  probable  am- 
munition storage  buildings  and  2 large  storage 
buildings. 
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
